PREFACE . 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  period  1st  January  to 
31st  December,  1958. 

The  pages  which  follow  indicate  the  multifarious  nature  of  the 
duties  carried  out  by  the  Department. 

The  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  visits  carried  out  during 
the  year  is  due  to  the  consequent  reduction  in  staff  following  the  retirement 
of  ray  predecessor  in  July^-  This  being  a combined  post  there  are  occasions 
particularly  during  tummer  months  when  the  majority  of  ones  time  is  taken  up 
with  the  maintenance  of  water  supplies  etc  and  it  is  not  always  possible  to 
devote  as  much  time  as  one  would  sometimes  desire  to  the  day  to  dr.y  Routine 
public  health  work  of  the  department.  The  Council's  decision  to  employ  the 
services  of  an  outside  Architect  for  proposed  new  schemes  was  welcomed. 

It  is  hoped  that  economic  conditions  will  improve  in  the  not  too  far 
distant  future  so  as  to  enable  the  Council  to  embark  on  Sev/erage  Schemes  in  at 
least  two  villages  where  existing  arrangements  are  by  no  means  satisfactory. 

My  thanks  are  expressed  to  the  Chairman  and  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Council 
and  the  Chairma,n  of  the  Public  Health  & Housing  Committees  for  the  support  and 
understanding  and  also  to  my  Clerk,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  to  the 
Clerk  and  his  staff  for  their  co-oper^Ltion  in  the  v/ork  of  the  department.

HOUSING. 


(a)  Council  Houses, 


No  new  Council  Houses  wore  completed  during  the  year.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  schemes  were  however  being  prepared  for  the  erection  of 
two  traditional  type  houses  at  Simonsbath  and  eight  "Unity"  type  bungalows 
on  a site  at  Jury  Read,  Dulverton, 

The  Council  now  own  209  houses,  the  maintenance  of  which  is  the 
responsibility  of  this  department  and  apart  from  external  painting  all 
repairs  are  carried  cut  by  a small  direct  labour  force.  Internal  decorations 
are  carried  out  only  on  a charge  of  Tenancy, 

(b)  Action  under  Housing  nets. 

During  the  year  the  Council  accepted  two  undertakings  from  owners 
that  houses  would  not  be  again  used  for  Human  habitation  until  such  time 
as  they  were  made  fit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council,  No  demolition 
orders  were  made  during  the  year  but  two  houses  subject  of  order  made 
previously  were  demolished. 
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Five  private  dwelling  houses  were  erected  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  a further  two  properties  were  in  the  course  of  erection.  The  total 
number  of  houses  erected  in  the  district  from  the  1st  April,  1945  “tc) 
the  31st  December  1958  is  as  follov;ss

Four  applications  were  received  of  v/hich  three  wore  approved  and  one 
rejected.  The  total  anomit  of  grant  payable  by  the  Local  Authority  was 
£511  12s  6d. 


MCVEaBLS  Di;vSLLIHGS . 


Licences  under  Section  269  under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  were 
issued  in  respect  of  two  Caravan  sites  follo¥/ing  the  granting  of  permission 
under  the  Tovm  & Country  Planning  Act,  The  nuraber  of  caravans  covered  by 
the  licences  were  seven  and  one  respectively,  both  licences  being  subject 
to  certain  conditions,  .at  the  latter  end  of  the  year  the  site  containing 
seven  caravans  was  vacated  and  the  licence  surrendered.  Frequent  visits 
were  paid  to  the  sites  and  in  both  cases  the  general  standards  c..uld  be 
regarded  as  satisfactory. 

During  the  past  the  control  cf  moveable  dvifellings  has  caused  little 
cr  nc  difficulty  in  this  area  but  with  the  increasing  popularity  of  this 
area  for  touring  holidays  it  seem  obvious  that  more  time  will  have  to  be 
devoted  to  this  branch  cf  the  work  if  all  sites  are  to  be  properly  licenced 
and  ccntrolled. 


WATER  SUPPLIES . 


(a)  Public  Supplies. 

Sampling  of  all  main  supplies  ate  regular  intervals  for  Bacteriological 
examination  was  continued  throughout  the  year,  samples  being  collected  from 
spring  heads,  reservoirs  and  points  along  the  supply  main. 


Such  samples  are  sent  by  passenger  train  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Taunton  and  the  results  obtained  are  indicated  below.

Tho  gigure  in  the  last  column  above  indicates  the  number  of  saiaiJes  which 
failed  tc  reach  the  very  high  standard  laid  dcvm  for  a lublic  v>?ator  supgly  but 
in  bv.dh  cases  the  ’'count ” was  very  small  and  the  -water  could  still  be  rerarded 
as  being  fit  for  domestic  and  drinloing  purposes. 

In  addition  to  the  samples  talren  for  Joa,cteri^.logica:l  ozamina.tion  one  sample 
from  each  of  the  Council's  main  sui plies  was  submitted  to  the  County  ibialyst  for 
chemical  exaiDinaticn^  the  result  in  each  case  being  satisf  .^ctory. 

i^ll  tho  larger  villages  now  have  pipe  water  sup-plies.  There  is  an  automatic 
hardening  p'lant  at  Hollam  Dulvortvon  v/hich  serves  the  iXilvortcnj  hrushford  and 
Sxobridfc  supplies  in  addition  to  tho  bulk  supply  for  that  part  of  Exo-bridge  v/hich 
is  within  the  area  of  the  II, Devon  Water  Do?,rd.  iiX  this  x'dant  thC'  P»S.  value  is 
raised  from  6.4  to  8„G.  Chlcrina.tion  is  also  dealt  -with  by  the  plant. 


Springs  were  very  lew  for  a p-eriod  of  sovoral  wooks  during  the  summer  but 
there  Tvas  no  acute  shertago  as  in  some  previous  years  and  no  restrictions  were 
imposed  as  to  the  use  of  hose-pipes  etc. 

During  the  year  work  on  the  additional  reservoir  at  Skilgate  was  comrleted 


and  without  this  scheme  it  is  obvious  that 
boon  imposed  in  this  vill-a.ge.

(b)  Private  ^urplies. 

Throughout  the  year  nujrierous  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies  in 
the  district.  Several  requests  -weio  received  for  samples  to  be  takon  prior  to  the 
inplemontation  of  nov/  supplies  to  faims  under  grant  aided  schemes.  In  such  cases 
sanp-les  "tSiCOn  and  a small  charge  is  made  to  cover  part  cost  of  travelling  etc. 


Samples  taken  from  a well  supplying  a fa,rLi  in  the  district  indicates  the 
water  to  be  grossly  polluted  and  an  inform.cl  notice  was  served  on  the  owner. 
acheme  was  in  course  of  proparation  a,t  tl:e  end  of  the  year.

The  main  Sewage  disposal  works  at  Dulverton,  Drushford  and  Sxford  continued 
to  work  sa.tisfactc-rily , 


The  Dulvorton  and  Drushford  works  received  regular  attention  and  are  kept 
in  a good  state  of  repair  by  the  Council's  staff.  In  the  caso  of  the  V70rks  at  Sxford 
it  will  be  appreciated  that  those  e.re  1C  miles  distant  from  Dulvu-rton  and  there  are 
occasions  wh-en  due  tc  extreme  pressure  of  .:ther  y/erk  it  is  only  possible  tc  visit 
Sxfcrd  tv70  cr  three  times  a w'eek.  I an  of  the  opinion  that  if  these  w.-rks  are  to 
be  properly  managed  and  the  standard  of  effluent  properly  kept  it  is  imperative 
that  they  receive  daily  a,ttonticn  and  it  is  to  be  hojood  that  the  C.uncil  will  in  the 
near  future  consider  c-mploying  part  time  labour  resident  in  the  village  in  order 
tc  achieve  this.  In  additi-on  to  the  main  schome  the  '^c.uncil  are  also  resp-v-nsible 
for  the  nainte-nance  of  septic  tanks  serving  Council  Hwusos  in  acme  of  the  outlying 
villages  and  apart  from  pur:r.  ing  c-iit  operations  •'.•■/hich  is  undoi-i.aJken  hy  (X)ntractors 
most  of  this  work  is  done  by  direct  la.b'.-ur. 
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REFUSE 


CCLLSCTICNS . 


TliG  Ccuncil  make  r6£;ular  collections  cf  h:vUSG  refuse  from  villages 
within  the  district.  Colloctions  vary  from  fortnightly  to  once  every  tv/o 
months  oxcert  in  tho  large  connui'hations  of  Culvert  on,  Exford  and  Brushford 
where  v/eokly  o-cllocticns  are  made.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  obvious 
that  Gvon  in  a rural  area  six  weekly  .and  two  monthly  collections  are  in- 
sufficient and  it  is  to  bo  hopocl.  that  when  considering  pregrammes  for  future 
years  the  Ccuncil  will  find  it  possible  to  increase  the  monthly  services  to 
other  parishes. 

During  the  year  the  refuse  collection  service  v/as  e.-tended  tc  include 
an  area  beyond  Brempton  Regis 5 T/ithiel  Ploroy  and  Amour  Lane  etc  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  this  oxtonsion  was  much  aipreciated  by  residents  in  this  area 
who  hitherto  had  no  collection  whatever. 

The  Diesel  refuse  lorry  cf  lOcy.  capacity  purchased  in  1957  continued 
to  give  good  service.  About  7vUG0  miles  are  covered  annually  with  this  lorry 
in  very  hilly  country  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  from  experience  we 
have  found  the  diesel  engine  has  a great  advantage  over  the  petrel  driven 
vehic^  both  from  running  costs 5 general  ui^keop  and  reliability.  Threugheut  the 
year  the  vehicle  averaged  jl5  miles  to  the  gallon  and  in  view  of  the  work  carried 
cut  this  can  be  considered  extremely  satisfactory. 

All  refuse  after  collection  is  brought  to  a central  incinerator  at  the 
Dc.lvertcn  Sev^o.ge  Works.  Tins  are  sorted  and  olectrically  baled  and  other  metals 
are  sold.  Only  ashos  and  non-combustible  materials  such  as  glass  etc  are  taken 
tc  the  tip  at  Oldways  End. 

Tho  market  for  baled  destructor  scrap  drayed  considerably  during  the  year 
and  a largo  ajucunt  was  allowed  to  accujoulate. 

II^SrECTIGN  OF  FCCD  AID  FOOD  PREklSbiS. 

(a)  kilk  and  Dairies. 

The  District  Ccunci]. 's  responsibility  applies  to  the  enforcement  of  the 
kilk  & Dairies  Regulations  ir.  relation  to  distributers  of  milkj  for  the  regist sation 
of  dairies  which  are  not  dairy  farms  and  cf  milk  distributors  who  are  not  dairy 
farmers.  The  inspection  end  rogistraticn  of  cowsheds  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee. 

Routine  inspections  of  distribut  rs  promises  wore  made  during  the  year 
and  conditions  wore  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory.
